Sir, — ^The  n-i-eiit  shipwreck  of  the 
Alaskan  and  the  other  ahlpplng  dta- 
aatcrs  during  the  recent  aevere 
weather  prompt  ma  to  utter  a  protest 
aguinat  the  poop  Ufa  BBTlag  faollltlaa 
of  ths  Proflaea,  aaars  sspselaUy  with 
regard  to  ths  Wsst  Coast  of  Van- 
couver Island.  I  entirely  cotnoMs 
with  the  opinion  of  Mr.  McNeill.  M.P.. 
Ill  that  It  1(1  nt'i  fitsary  to  have  a 
powerful  sea-goliig  tug,  or  \e«ne|  of 
l:ke  description  continually  on  iho 
Job  .(Of  course,  the  llfeboau  would 
^ork  In  conjunction  with  It). 

I  am  not  psrsoaaUy  ao«tiAlnted 
with  tl^  shore  eommualsatloas  up 
the  Coast,  but  It  standa  to  reason  that 
roads  or  trall.i  must  be  kept  In  repair, 
and  wlreletin,  telephone.  t<'legraph  or 
other  meana  of  connection  neaU  to  be 
ern.  lent  at  all  times.  A<  cordlnK  to 
itui  evidence  at  the  Inquiry  on  tha 
Alaskan  wrsek,  most  of  these  neces- 
sltlaa  for  oomBiaalcatloa  had  baan  al- 
lowsd  to  fall  iBto  a  auta  of,  ta  aay 
ths  least,  ill  repair. 

Without  auch  meana  of  broadedat- 
Ing  information,  lifeboats  are  obvloue- 
)y  not  of  much  use,  except  In  their 
Immediate  lin:illi>.  so  that  It  seems  to 
me  that  the  Itrst  thing  to  remedy  is 
tills  system  of  communication.  With 
regard  to  the  llfeboata  theraaelvcs,  I 
am  aeauAlBtsd  with  the  two  boats 
that  srs,  or  wsrs,  atatlaasd  on  the 
Weat  Coaat. 

The  reason  I  say  were.  Is  because  a 
few  years  ago  one  of  them  at  least, 
wa-i  out  of  comiiiisiilon  for  a  cor.- 
cldcrahle  iieriod  and  lay  at  the  Naval 
Yard,  KM(|ulnialt.  Tho  date  louM  he 
obtained  on  Inquiry.  The  boAta  theui- 
aelvea  ara  of  oomparatiTsly  modern 
construction  snd  apparently  good 
workmanship,  but  in  my  opinion  of 
too  fancy  construction  for  the  work 
fhey  are  Intended  to  carry  out  on  the 
h:iril  coaHl  on  which  they  are  sta- 
tioned. From  my  point  of  view  there 
ih  little  neceasit>  f.T  ihe  amount  of 
varnish  and  br<uwwork  on  them. 

Aa  an  Instance,  I  recollect,  when 
overhAUllng  thsm,  hsving  to  waU  for 
several  wssks  for  a  small  Isngth  of  a 
particular  kind  of  braaa  cable  laid 
wire  which  was  used  for  the  centre- 
board, nono  l)clnK  obtainable  any- 
where on  this  Coast.  I  believe  It  was 
eventually  obtained  from  New  Yoik. 

I  have  read  in  ths  press  atato- 
msnts  as  to  ths  aWktlancy  or  othar> 
wiss  of  ths  crsws  In  the  lifeboats,  and 
the  opinion  assms  to  be  that  tho  Jobs 
i'l  the  boats  are  obtained  either 
politically  or  through  local  pull. 
I  do  not  know  If  this  N  cor- 
rect, but  this  I  do  know,  that 
about  ten  yesra  ago  I  applied  to 
Ottawa  concerning  ths  personnel  of 
ths  boats  and  what  qualiflcatlons 
wsrs  nsrssssry  'or  a  Job  in  them.  I 
Btstsd  at  ths  time  my  experlsncs  in 
llfeboata  on  a  very  bad  coast,  and 
also  forwarded  Kngllsh  licences  for 
nine  years,  both  as  skipper  and  en- 
rlneep  of  iiKitor  and  aaillng  craft  car- 
ivir.n  i-TKhi  ngera.  I  had  a  r.»piv 
which  stated,  so  far  as  I  can  remem- 
ber, that  the  Jobs  were  fllled  by  set- 
tiera  near  the  lifeboat  station,  or. 
reading  batwasa  ths  Unas,  ons  hkd  to 
have  aome  InflUenos  to  get  a  berth. 
The  letter  wan  signed  by  Lieut.  ■  - 
B.N.  In  giving  my  Ideas  and  ex- 
perience. I  may  say  that  I  only  do  so 
in  the  hope  that  not  only  simie  bett'.-r 
method  may  be  adopted  for  ol)ta'ii- 
Ing  qpaltfled  men  for  the  Life  Snvlr.g 
Service,  but  that  every  detail  mny  be 
gone  into  by  men  who  really  know 
something  about  the  work.
